PROGRAM TO TRAIN FUND RAISERS TO BEGIN AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — With the increasing demand for trained fund raisers in the 
metropolitan Washington area, the Continuing Education for Women Center at The 
George Washington University is introducing a new one-year certificate program 
that will provide the basic skills for successful fund raising. 

Abbie Smith, director of program development for the CEW center, said the 
fund-raising program is being offered because Washington is the headquarters for 
many nonprofit organizations in the health services, educational, cultural, 
social welfare and public affairs fields, who have a need for professional fund 
raisers. 

Classes, which are scheduled to begin in the fall and meet two evenings a 
week, will cover techniques for assessing the financial needs of an organization; 
planning strategies for fund-raising campaigns; researching potential donors and 
their resources; designing proposals for foundations, corporations, and individual 
donors; supervising fund-raising drives; planning promotional and public relations 
activities. 

The fund-raising administrator program is one of five one-year career 
certificate programs offered by GW's Women's Center. The other ongoing programs 
are: Publications Specialist, Legal Assistant, Management Specialist, and 
Landscape Architect Assistant.
